My Dear People: 

We have come to the end of a busy year for 
our diocese, of which the highlight was the meet¬ 
ing of General Synod in our see city. As we look 
back, it is surprising to note how many changes 
there have been. 

At the end of 1954 there were only 36 clergy 
actively at work in the diocese. The end of 1955 
finds us much better off, for the number now is 
42. However, this is still below the 1953 peak, 
and is even less satisfactory when we realize that 
our real present need is for 47. 

On December 31st, 1954, the parishes of St. 
Paul’s, Edmonton, St . Barnabas, Jasper Place, 
Mannville, and Westlock were vacant, and Kitscoty 
temporarily so. At the end of 1955 we find Ash- 
mont, Jasper, Wabamum, and Winfield vacant. 
This is the same number of vacancies, but mean¬ 
while we have made separate pastoral charges 
of Drayton Valley, Calder, Ponoka, Frog Lake, and 
St. George's Windsor Park. Thus there has been 
real advance. 

During 1955 five priests left the diocese, and 
four came to us from other dioceses. We received 
six more clergy by ordination. Seventeen parishes 
welcomed a new incumbent and two others a new 
assistant. 

As your bishop, I have found myself very busy 
keeping up with all these changes, and also in 
visiting the different parts of the diocese. I find 
that I have travelled some 28,000 miles during the 
year, of which 10,500 miles were in the diocese. 
These figures do not include a good many miles 
put on my car around the city of Edmonton and in 
short trips. 



During the year I have visited 42 of our pastoral 
charges, and a total of 88 different congregations. 
I have held five Ordination services and 45 Con¬ 
firmation services. I have preached 155 times, of 
which 119 were in the diocese. 

All this, however, is past history. Now we 
must go forward into 1956. "Forgetting those 
things which are behind, and reaching forth unto 
the things which are before, I press toward the 
mark for the prize of the high calling of God in 
Christ Jesus." 


The call for 1956 is Evangelism. In Lent your 
clergy will be preaching on this theme, and will 
be calling upon you to share in mid-week prayer 
that we may be truly guided to evangelize as God 
would have us evangelize. No one can "organize" 
a campaign of evangelism. We can only plan and 
pray so that our life, personal and corporate, will 
be open to the guidance of the Holy Spirit, and 
that we shall be ready to do God's will. 

"Thy will be done, in earth as it is in heaven." 
There is a motto for 1956! 


May God's blessing rest upon you. 
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EVANGEUSM AND THE EPIPHANY 

1956 is to be an important year for the Anglican 
Church of Canada and for the Diocese of Edmonton. 
We have been asked to make it a “Year of Intensi¬ 
fied Evangelism." The call has come from the recent 
General Synod. But it is first of all the constant 
call of the Holy Spirit to the Church. 

From the start, Anglicans should understand 
that it is going to involve everyone in the church.

discover ways in which the world can be won for 
Christ. 

While the results of "intensified evangelism" 
are in the hand of God, previous experience indi¬ 
cates this; it is very likely that the thing will flop 
if the response of lay men and women is lacking. 
But if the whole Church answers the beckoning of 
the Spirit of God then He will bring mighty results 
into effect. 

A conservative streak to be found in the "estab¬ 
lished" and more sedate Churches tends to make 
them fear the word "evangelism." To evangelize 
means to proclaim the Good News of New Life in 
Christ. The New Testament heros always pro¬ 
claimed this Good News with power and this was 
because it was always attended by the dynamic 
Spirit of God. 

They were the weak, the foolish and the ill- 
equipped, but they were the great instruments of 
God — so long as they made the effort to proclaim 
the Gospel. 

Conservatism is a good thing, so long as it 
means that you are waiting upon the guidance of 
God. But it is misguided if it leads you to think 
you have no part in Evangelism. Christians must 
be eager that the glory of God shine out into the 
world. Why else did Jesus come down from heaven 
if it was not so that all people in their several 
stations might see in His face the Glory of God? 

There simply had to be an Epiphany. Without 
it Christmas wouldn't have meant anything much 
at all. 

The Church, then which claims Christ, must 
embrace the consequences. Inasmuch as He is her 
eternal Life, "evangelism" is her temporal occu¬ 
pation.

Bishop’s Lectures on Church 
History continue this month 

The lectures on Church History cur¬ 
rently being given in All Saints’ Cathe- 
fral Nave continue this month wi.h the 
third lecture in the series being given 
on Monday evening, January 23rd at 
8.00 p.ni. The lecture will be concerned 
with the History of the Anglican Church 
in the 17th and 18th centuries. Previous 
lectures have dealt with the reformation 
on the Continent and in England. The 
final lecture will be given in February 
and will be concerned with the 19th 
century and modern times. 

City of Camrose Loses Rector 

The Rev. E. M. Evans, Rector of St. 
St. Andrew’s Camrose has accepted an 
appointment to St. James’ Church, Van¬ 
couver. To be one of three clergy o 
the staff there, he will work in a Mis¬ 
sion of St. James Church soon to be 
created and will reside at the St. James 
Clergy House. He has been the Rector 
of Camrose for the past three and a half 
years, and rural Dean of Wetaskawin 
Deanery for the past year. 

St. George’s Church opens in 
Windsor Park 

Edmonton’s newest Anglican Church 
had its opening service on December 18, 
the fourth Sunday in Advent. A near 
capacity congregation took part in a serv¬ 
ice of Carols in the new building. The 
Church seats 2.30 comfortably with easily 
available space for e.xtra seating. 

Of modern design, the Church is never¬ 
theless traditional in appearance. A wide 
chancel gives unobstructed view of the 
sanctuary and altar. A novel feature is 
the placing of the organ in a screened 
loft above and to the south side of the 
chancel. 

The first celebration of Holy Com¬ 
munion took place on Christmas Day at 
11.00 a.m., the Bishop being the celebr¬ 
ant. A hastily convened Choir, under the 
temporary direction of Prof. R. S. Eaton 
sang the Merbecke setting to the Euchar¬ 
ist. A good congregation was in attend¬ 
ance. 

The Church is also equipped with a 
good sized Guild Room, choir room, a 
vestry and a Rector’s Study and affords 
enough initial space for Sunday School. 


Priest from St. Faith’s Mission 
to go to Jasper 

The Bishop has announced that the 
Rev. G. A. Robinson of St. Faith’s Mis¬ 
sion, Edson will become the Vicar of 
Ja'Sper in the New Year. The cure of 
souls at Jasper is expected to include 
the points of Hinton and Entrance as 
well. 

Fr. Robinson has been at Edson for 
the past seven years and together with 
Fr. Buchner and Gardiner has served 
the large area in the western part of the 
Diocese known as St. St. Faith’s Mis¬ 
sion. His presence will be missed by 
many people in the Mission. He replaces 
the Rev. Donald Moore, who recently 
became Vicar of Sedgewick. 

Laymen’s Banquet to be held 
at MacDonald 

Dr. Harvey Hebb, Chairman of the 
Laymen’s Banquet Committee has an¬ 
nounced the following advance details 
of the dinner. 

It will be held in the Macdonald 
Hotel on Monday, January 30th. Tickets 
to the dinner will soon be available at 
$3.00 per plate. It is expected that at 
least 400 people will be present for this 
traditionally successful gathering of the 
Laymen of the Diocese of Edmonton.

St. Mary’s Parish Hall 
Opened and Dedicated 

With a background of green boughs, 
twinkling Christmas lights and cut flow¬ 
ers, members of St. Mary’s congregation 
(Anglican) saw their new parish hall 
formally opened and dedicated at a 
festive gathering held Wednesday, De¬ 
cember 14. 

Rt. Rev. H. H. Clark, Bishop of Ed¬ 
monton, solemnly dedicated the structure 
and in rousing address pointed out the 
important function of a building such 
as this in the spiritual life of the con¬ 
gregation. Fellowship, he said, is a com¬ 
ponent part of the Christian Church 


and bearing this in mind the new hall 
should serve a sacred purpose. Its use 
as a meeting place for Sunday school 
classes could not be over-estimated, he 
stated, and aside from this it would pro¬ 
vide comfortable accommodation for 
meetings of organizations both young and 
old connected with church work. 

The fine new building situated on 
52nd Street directly north of the church 
is completed to a point where it can 
be put into use, measuring 48 ft. by 42 ft. 
it provides an upstair auditorium with a 
roomy modern kitchen adjoining, while 
downstairs are classrooms and washroom 
facilities. It is well lighted and has 
thermostatic heating. 

Rev. J. Beairsto, vicar of the Parish, 
acted as master of ceremonies, and 
attending in person were Dr. and Mrs. 
G. Rogers of Ponoka United Ghurch, 
and Rev. N. Gloeckler of Grace Lutheran. 
Letters of congratulations were received 
from former rectors—Ganon W. Elkin 
and Rev. F.C. Smith of Edrhonton. 

Mr. J. W. Bowden, chairman of the 
building committee, told the story of 
the hall from the time the first sod was 
turned. May 10th, 1955, until the present. 
He mentioned the names of Billinghurst, 
Malcher and Phillips for personal work 
donated, and thanked all others who had 
assisted. 

The audience was agreeably enter¬ 
tained with two selections by the choir 
under the direction of Mrs. J. Butterfield. 
Other numbers included a banjo solo by 
J. W. Bowden, accompained by daughter 
Winnifred, a vocal solo by Mrs. G. Knud- 
sen, piano solo, Winnifred Bowden, and 
accordion selections by Don Campbell. 

At the close of the program. Rev. and 
Mrs. Beairsto were called to the plat¬ 
form and presented with a beautiful 
standard lamp and smoker’s stand. Mr. 
W. J. Young made the presentation and 
explained that it was a somewhat de¬ 
layed wedding present from the parish¬ 
ioners. Mr. Beairsto expressed the grat¬ 
itude of himself and his wife. 

The evening ended with lunch served 
by the ladies of the parish. Pouring 
tea and coffee were Mrs. R. Peacock 
and Mrs. W. J. Young.

CANVASS QUOTES

Missionary 
Prayer Corner 


Nine churches in the diocese have 
held canvasses and have notified the 
Dioeesan Commissioner of the fact. 
Undoubtly other parishes have had a 
whack at an E.M.V. and Canvass,but, 
like Dan McCrew, all the Rectors and 
Chairmen of E.M.C. Committees are 
strong silent men from the Nortli - any¬ 
way they are silent. It is interesting 
to note that the canvassers belonging 
to the three largest churches, All Saints, 
Christ Church and Holy Trinity, made 
1500 calls with Holy Trinity making 550 
calls and -the other two 475 each. 
The canvasses at Holy Trinity and the 
Cathedral were pedestrian affairs, by 
which we mean that the canvassers 
worked very hard and did a good job. 
But Christ Church is our pride and joy. 
Without even knowing that the Dio¬ 
cesan Commissioner existed, they took 
his advice, and carried the pledge 
cards with them. This was definitely 
a good thing and produced correspond¬ 
ingly good results. The total of the 
pledges at Christ Church was far in 
excess of the total pledged at either 
of the other Churches in question 
They must have a very progressive 
vestry. One thing puzzles us - the 
smallness of the parish rolls belonging 
to these reputedly influential parishes. 
There must be two or three other 
parishes in Edmonton who have more 
families on their parish rolls than either 
of these three churches. Could it, by 
the furthest stretch of the imagination 
be possible, (like those nylon soeks 
you get at Christmas), -that Christ 
Church and the Cathedral did not visit 
ALL THEIR FAMILIES. No, a 
thousand times no. We thrust such a 
thought from us as utterly unworthy. 
It’s just that not many people belong 
to these two congregations. (We are 
prepared to take this last statement 
back and offer a lengthy apology if 
there is any sign of resistance). 

It is not at all surprising that all the 
churches who held their canvasses this 
Fall when it was suggested experienced 
an encouraging response. If all the 
churches in the diocese had held their 
canvasses at that time, the general result 
would be unbelieveable. St. Paul’s 

have had one of the most successful 


canvasses in their history. St. Michael’s 
has doubled the budget. Wainwright, 
Wetaskiwin and Devon are all forging 
ahead as a result of energetic and re¬ 
warding canvasses. 

Whereas the parishes enumerated 
above have taken the plunge and might 
even be heard to say; “Come on in, the 
water’s fine,” Kitscoty, Onoway, Kil- 
1am and Clandonald are standing on the 
bank dabbling their big toes in the water 
and thinking how cold it looks. We 
shall try to go to some of their points 
to give them a hand with their canvass. 
One of our Brethren of the clergy 
writes us and says: “You offer to come 
to us twice or thrice to give us a hand. 
How about seven, or until seventy 
times seven?” Well, we confess he had 
us at sixes and sevens for a moment - 
but it is a thought, anyway. 

IF ONE PERSON WANTS TO GET 
THE CANVASS DONE, IT GETS 
DONE. That is the sum and sub¬ 
stance of the whole thing. The 
clergyman is the key man, because he 
provides ninety-five percent of the 
leadershiiD in the pari.sh, or maybe 
about four per cent more than that. 
The wail that there are too few canvas¬ 
sers merly means that the clergyman 
has not canvassed the canvassers. You 
have got to press the button before the 
car will turn over. In each of two 
tremendously successful parishes in the 
diocese there is one layman who wants 
the canvass to go over. It does. 
There no such thing as bad weather 
if you get going before the bad weather 
does. Read the Parish notes in this issue 
and you will note tliat a certain W.A. 
turned out almost 100 strong after the 
big blizzard. It was absolutely impos¬ 
sible to get into or out of the farms 
eoncerned. Nor are the old men worn 
out. One man, retired and over seventy, 
did a terrific job for a parish which had 
a scintillating canvass. Don’t wait for 
the grain delivery quota. It has forty 
seven first cousins. No family in the 
diocese of Edmonton is contributing all 
it can afford. They said they were 
giving all they could afford in one 
Alberta town outside our diocese. They 
were indignant, too.

(3) That some of the people in the 
parish should be converted Christians.

For years I have heard of the 
beauty of Kangra Valley in this north¬ 
ern part of India. My first view of it 
was in no way disappointing. 

Miss Marianne Nattress accompanied 
us up from Amritsar and as we journey¬ 
ed she gave us some preliminary informa¬ 
tion on the different phases of the work 
which we should see. She warned us 
not to be shocked at the dilapidated 
state of the hosirital buildings which 
bear the name, “XIaple Leaf Ilospital”, 
and it w'as a good thing that she did. 
They are in an appalling condition to 
say the least. If the new hospital for 
which Dr. Florence Haslam has been 
w'aiting for twenty years is not soon built, 
I feel sure that parts of the present 
building will soon collapse. Plans are 
being drawn by the architect of the 
Ludhiana Hospital now under construc¬ 
tion and which without a doubt will be 
one of the very finest hospitals, either 
Church or Civil, in all India w'hen it 
is completed. Bishop Wilkinson is very 
hopefid that the first sod for the build¬ 
ing of the Kangra Hospital will soon be 


turned. That will be a great day for the 
populace of Kangra Valley, both Christ¬ 
ian and non-Christian. I can well under¬ 
stand that no one who has not lived in 
India for many years can ever compre¬ 
hend the many difficulties, petty and 
major, which beset anyone who wants to 
either buy, rent or lease, or errect even 
the smallest building. Litigation is a 
major sport for many in this country and 
next to it in popidarity is the filling 
in of forms and the securing of permits. 
I fear the latter sport has M'estern ant¬ 
ecedents! 

The Maple Leaf Hospital has at pre¬ 
sent accommodation for some forty 
iraticnts. While the buildings are poor, 
the equipment is good and the reputation 
excellent. There is a small civil hosp¬ 
ital in the town of Kangra, but its equip¬ 
ment and reputation are nothing to be 
comirared to that gained by the Maple 
Leaf Hospital. The skill of Dr. Florence 
Haslam as a surgeon is known far and 
wide. 

Quite unsolicited, as far as I was con¬ 
cerned, was the testimony of a man who 


was walking around the grounds of the 
hospital the morning I was being shown 
around. His wife was a patient and he 
was living near the hospital during her 
treatment. He told me that he was a 
Government official and he was entitled 
to free hospitalization in a Civil Hosp¬ 
ital near where he lived some fifty 
miles away, but he wouldn’t dream of 
taking his wife to that place! He said 
we all would travel many miles to 
come here and be treated by Dr. Haslam 
and her Christian staff. That is frank 
testimony from a non-Christian and it 
is typical of their attitude expressed to me 
on every side during my short stay in 
India. I think part of the answer is to 
be found in the sympathetic attitude 
and feeling of concern for the individ¬ 
ual as a person which they sense as 
soon as they come into a Christian instit¬ 
ution. Healing comes about not merely 
by the skilful handling of instruments, 
but through love and sympathy and 
understanding. 

One of the major difficulties of the 
Government Hospitals is the lack of 
nurses; most of the nurses in India are 
Christians. I have just visited the State 
of Kashmir and Jammu, which has a pop¬ 
ulation riming into millions, and the only 
hospital training at the moment is the 
Rainawari Hospital having only twenty- 
five beds in use. It is still under con¬ 
struction and when completed will have 
around sixty. So urgent is the situation 
that they have commenced training girls 
already and the only applicants to be 
trained are Christian girls and they num¬ 
ber five in all! 

Disease is rampant in India! Every¬ 
where you look the need for more adeq- 
ate care stares you in the face. Over 
half the children in India never live 
beyond fifteen. We know and believe 
that it cannot be the will of God the 
Father of all men that children when 
they are born into this world live their 
lives in such sordid suffering Jesus the 
Friend of little children, taught us that 
it is not so. He wants to help them. 
There should be a medical centre 
in every one of the 600,000 villages in 
India. The Government of India is do¬ 
ing its level best to improve conditions; 
too much praise can not be given to the 
efforts of the Honourable Raj Kaumari 
Amrit Kaur, the Minister of Health of 
for the whole of India. She, by the 
way is a devout Christian ladv and the 
only Christian in the Federal Cabinet. 
It is one thing to strive to erect a 
medical centre in every village, an¬ 
other to staff it with the right kind 
of personnel. Here is an opportunity 
for the forces of the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ. On everv hand I am hearing 
of, and meeting, those who have received 
the lo' e of Jesus Christ into their hearts 
through their experience at the hands of 
Chri.stian doctors and nurses. Medicine 
is definitely a means of evangelism. It 
is a gift of God, as we have seen 
through the life and character of Jesus 
our Lord.

Most of the groups are working on 
their Mission Projects now.

world. What better chance is there 
to show the affiliation of the various 
parts of the W. A. family than to work 
toward having a mission project togethre? 
Every Anglican should be aware of what 
is going on in the Church all over the 
world. Now in the time to help to 
educate others. Watch for coming 
Parochial or Diocesan events to take 
place. 

At the December meeting of the 
G. A. Council the girls saw a filmstrip 
“The Other Wise Man”, based on the 
book by “Van Dyke”. It is a good 
story that everyone should know. For 
the January Council meeting each group 
will be responsible for some food and 
a form of entertainment from one of 
our mission countries. 

The number of G. A. Links is increas¬ 
ing. They are working for badges, 
reading the Book of the Year, “All One”, 
and joining in various projects with the 
others. Every teen-aged Anglican girl 
should be affiliated with the G.A., either 
in a group or by correspondence as a 
Link. 

The G. A. gives scholarships in Canada, 
India, and Japan. One of the five 
scholars in India is Mariam Tejwant Kaur. 
Miss Mae Coates, principal of St. Hilda’s 
High School in Kangra tells about 
Tejwant in one of the missionary news¬ 
letters. Part of this letter comes to 
you, here: 

Mariam Tejwant Kaur — is a new

High School elsewhere, being given some 
financial aid by one of our missionaries. 
Without this, her education could not 
have continued. She was eager for 
more learning. After I returned from 
furlough her father died and her mother 
entered the hospital with T.B. The 
child had no home and no means of 
supirort. There was a step-brother who 
seized what possessions the father had 
and wished to take the daughter and 
arrange a marriage which would bring 
him some financial benefit. She was 
sixteen. The mother begged us to 
protect her daughter. Since our High 


School had just opened I brought her 
here. The brother tried to cause 
trouble. He told Tej that she would 
be forced to become a Christian. 
Whereupon she replied that being a 
Christian was a matter of the heart, and 
she had long since been one. It was 
a wonderful moment for her when a 
few months after her eighteenth birth¬ 
day on June 15th, with her mother’s 
consent, she was both baptized and 
confirmed. She had just learned, too, 
that she had passed her Matriculation 
Examination. She said, “I do not know 
why the Lord has been so good to me. 
I do not know how I can ever show my 
gratitude to Him”. She is now taking 
a kindergarten Teachers’ Course which 
is a two year course. Her mother will 
soon be released from the hospital as 
her cure seems certain. Tejwant is 
looking forward to the time when she 
will be able to live with her mother 
and support her. Tej is now eighteen 
years old and will write a letter to the 
G. A. of Canada to thank them for under¬ 
taking the expense of her training. She 
is a pretty girl, sings and dances well 
and is a born leader. I would like 
very much to take her to a G. A. 
meeting in Canada.

Anglican Church Appoints 
Archivist 

The Rev. I'homas Reagh Millman, 
Ph.D., D.D., has been appointed by the 
Central Executive Committee of The 
Anglican Church of Canada as General 
Synod Archivist. This appointment marks 
a signifiant advance in General Synod 
policy. It recognizes the c.xtreme impor¬ 
tance of developing an Archiws Depart¬ 
ment, wherein all records, documents, 
periodicals and other literature relating 
to Canadian Anglican history may be 
collected, catalogued and preserved in 
the rooms provided for this purpose in 
Church House. Until the present time, 
the Secretary of the Archives Committee, 
the Rev. Canon A. R. Kelly, of Montreal, 
has given valuable service in assembling 
materials and furthering, in all possible 
ways, the interests of the work. 

At the 1955 session of General Synod 
legislation was enacted specifically defin¬ 
ing the duties of the Archives Committee 
and providing for the appointment of an 
archivist. His duties are as follows: 

(a) To co-operate with the Registrar 
in his duties. 


The Mothers' 
Union 

The following is an extract taken 
from a letter received from Mary Sumner 
House. The London headquarters of 
the organization, written by the Central 
President Mrs. Dorothy M. Roberts. 

“In 1956 the Mothers Union will be 
Celelirating its 80th anniversary and to 
mark this event in our history it has 
been decided to call the whole mem¬ 
bership to a concentration of prayer that 
the Christians standard of marriage may 
be more universally accepted through¬ 
out the world, and that botlr as individ¬ 
ual members of the Mothers Union, and 
as a corporate body we may seek more 
diligently to make ourselves more worthy 
channels through which God may make 
His will known in family life. This 
question of the paramount importance of 
the Christian home was constantly in the 
mind of our foundress, Mary Sumner, 
and in going through some of our arch¬ 
ives recently we were struck by the 
frequency with which she appealed to 
the growing membership to accept the 
responsibility for upholding the Christian 
teachings on marriage, and for sharing 
in the evangelistic witness of the Church 
in the realm of home life, in the face of 
increasing apathy and lowering of moral 
standards. Nothing we are sure, could 


(b) To preserve safely, arrange and 
inciex all journals, files, papers, reports, 
minutes, legal documents, contracts, 
publications, enactments canons and 
other records relating to the Synod and 
its departments and to regulate access to 
the use of all such records. 

(c) To organize a Reference Library, 
relating to the history, activities and af¬ 
fairs of the Church in Canada, and the 
Anglican Communion. 

(d) To co-operate with the Canadian 
Church Historical Society in promoting 
interest in the history of the Anglican 
Church of Canada. 

Dr. Millman is eminently qualified, as 
theologian and historian, to serve as 
archivist of General Synod. Professor of 
Church History, Wycliffe College, To¬ 
ronto, he received his early education in 
Prince of Wales College, Charlottetown, 
P.E.I., his M.A. from the University of 
Toronto, Ph.D. from McGill and D.D. 
from the University of Western Ontario. 
He is a graduate of Wycliffe College and 
was, for fourteen years engaged in 
teaching and parochial work in the Dio¬ 
cese of Montreal. For five years he served 
on the staff of Huron College, London,

One of the high lights of our visit 
then to tlie Kangra Valley has been 
to go out with Dr. Constance Jackson 
in Dispensary Van Faith H. As we 
ascended the irrecipitous hills and tra¬ 
versed the roads made narrowijr be¬ 
cause of the recent landslides she told 
us that the four corners where she held 
this particular clinic was a good spot 
to serve over fifty villages. It was at 
the suggestion of the local people that 
she set up shop there and, as the morn¬ 
ing progressed, I could see scores of 
peoide squatted and waited their turn 
terraced fields towards tire motor van. 
While we were there she saw over two 
hundred and fifty people. As the 
pe ople squatted and waited their turn 
to see the doctor, one of the Bible 
Teachers — a very talented young wo¬ 
man, a University graduate and gifted 
musician, gave them talks ranging all 
the way from Bible stories to food values 
and the prevention of tuberculosis. I 
would say all kindred subjects from a 
Christian point of view. The women 
obviously listened with great interest, 
illiterate though they were, for I could 
see them nodding their heads in ap¬ 
proval when a point was gained. The 
little children stopped on their way to 
school and enjoyed hymns being sung 
and the pictures shown. So popular 
has the weekly clinic proved that a 
corner store has opened up in recent 
months and from what I could see it 
did a roaring business in transactions 
of one-half and one-quarter of a cent 
in our coinage! 

India needs Public Health nurses 
in the worst way. The Canadian Church 
has the opportunity of sending more 
young women of the calibre of Miss 
Daisy Dunlop, Reg. N., who, when .she 
is not learning the language, is along 
on the medical team with Dr. Jackson. 
All the workers in the Kangra Valley 
value and greatly need your prayers 
and help. 

I am sorry there is not space in this 
article for me to tell you about the 
splendid work of Miss Marianne 
Nattress in village evangelism, or that 
of Miss Mae Coates in St. Hilda’s 
Girls’ School. 
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
